Again, we anſwer, if God cannot deny himſelf, he can- 
not Command a Creatureto be Worſhipped Pro Deo, for him- 
ſelf, and give his Glory to another ; and he hath fworn,- if he 
can, he will not. * Shu F mr R. 
Further, this Ancient right of Angels to be ſo Worſhipped, 
if ir were proved, would ſerve indeed to extenuate the guilc of 
Popiſt Idolatry, who diſtinguiſh of their Worlhip, and deny 
in their Doctrine, whar theſe ſo ſhimeleſly affere, That the 
Worſhip- due to God can be due to any Creature; . but cannot 
reach the- height of this Socinian Dodtrine, that without Di- 


finfion, Divine Worſhip, or as they ſpeak, che Worſhip due 


to the molt High God, may Fure & merito, be given to a 
Creature. 2 


Notwithſtanding their Reaſon, that they bear the m_

God himſelf as his Delegates and Commillioners. For this 
doth not make them' really Gods, #. e. proper Objects of Di- 
vine Honour: Or if the Argument were good, it would go 
a great way farther, than they themſelves would have any 
colour to allow. For then, not only Azgels, but the Pro- 
phets afnd Apoſtles, and every Miniſter being ſent by God, as 
his Legates and Miſſioners, have Right to the ſame Worſhip 
that is due to God that ſends them, as well as Angels; this 
ſufficiently ſhames the Argument: Yet 'cis further obſerved, 
that tho* St. Peter was our Saviours Legate to Cornelizs, yet he 
with ſome Zeal for his God, refuſed the Aderation ; laying , 
Ariſe, for I my ſelf am @ Man alſo, not ſuffering him to comply 
with the Socinian Dodrine, contrary to the ſtanding fence 
againſt Temptations to [delatry uſed by our Saviour: 'tis writ- 
ten, Thou ſhalt Worſhip the Lord thy God, and him only ſhalt thou 
ſerve, as we noted before 3 and cannot two often think upon, 
while we have to do with ſuch Adverſaries and Arguments. 
But that-we may have full proof, that theſe men dare ven- 
ture to ſay any thing -to ſave their Hypotheſis. They take cou- 
rage, and ſay, That *tis no 1dolatry to give Divine Worſhipto a 
Creature,. for this incomprehenſible reaſon : Non certum eff, 
as faith Smalcizs, Deum ob Naturam Divinam, preciſe Colendums 
eſſe : 4. ee. *Tis not certain that *tis morally duexo God, to be 
Worſhiped with a Worſhip worthy of God. *Tis not of Na- 
ture but by Poſitive Law, to give the Supream God, Supream 
Honour : This is ſuch a ſtretch of Reaſon or Confidence, as 
"tis pity to anſwer or refle& upon. If there be any thing Mo- 
ral in the Decaloque, certainly this is it, Thou ſhalt have none 
other God but me; namely, to give Divine Worſhip to. If there 
be any ſuch thing as Natural Religion, theſe are the undoubt- 
ed branches of it, that there is a God, and that he ought to be 
Worſhipped, and as a God too, Puri mente Colindws, it there be 
any duty reſuicing from the Relation of a Creature to its Crea- 
tor, 'tis this, to give him the Scrvice and Honour of its Ma- 
ker, when Men are driven to ſuch a paſs of invention and 
ſhift, they have abundantly expoſed their Cauſe themſelves, 
and tis time to leave them under this Convidion ; that, n-c- 
withſtanding all their ſubterfuges, ſeeing they allow the ſaine 
Honour and Worſhip to the Creature (without Diftindion) that 
1s due to the chief Gad, as they expreſs it, they are guilty 
of Tdolatry in a fouler and more ſcandalous manner than the 
Papiſt are.

'J Hus we are lead to the Second enquiry propoſed, viz. Why 
= the Socmmians allow our Saviour, tho' a mere- Creature in 
their Opinion, the ſame Honour and Worſhip which is due 
to the Supream God. 3 

- This is an inquiry of conſiderable moment ; for it muſt be 
acknowledged that Socinnus and his Followers herein, are Men 
of admirable Reaſon; and unleſs it were for fome . importene 
end or purpoſe, they would not at once deny a Truth which 
every one elſe agree in ; namely, That Religious Worſhip is 
due only to the Supream God ; and yet affirm, that it may 
even in the ſame degree or kind be given co Chriſt, tho' a 
meer Creature. To ſay, they do'this only to avoid the Scan- 
dal of diſhonouring our Lord, and —_ other Chriſtians, 
as Blandrat ſeems to intimate to Socinus ; ſeems too weak: an 
account ofthis weighty matter ; ſeeing that might at leaſt, in 
part have been avoided, by diftinguiſhing of Worſhip, as the 
Papifts do ; but. they do-not. | | 

The plain eruth ſeems to be this; the Holy Scriptures.abound 
with Arguments for the Worſhipping of Chriſt as God; ſo glar- 
ing, he could not outface them, tho' herein Socinus ſeems evi- 
dently to deny his own Reaſon, in reverence to Revelation , 
which is rare in him; and to deſtroy his own dear Hypotheſes, 
as well as confute his Adverſary. 

For while he lows eeaely” Religious Worſhip to:be given 
to our Saviour, he thereby grants him to be more than a 
Creature ; that is the Supream God, both in the Reaſon of the 
thing, the natural Conſequence of his Conceſſion, 'and in the 
Juft ſentence of the other Socinian Party, I mean Fr. David 
and his Adherents. | 

Here I crave leave to fix my foot, and with theſe other 
kind of Unitarians I do affirm, and am provided to maintain, 
if need be, that Socinws and his Followers, mult either acknow- 
. our Saviour to be more then a Creature, and become an Or- 
thodox Chriſtian in this point; or that they are 1dolaters in a 
more Scandalous manner then the Pepifs ; ſeeing they make 
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to themſelves a God of a Creature, by aſcribing the Worſhip 
due to the Supream to their Creatzre-God; and ſeeing they 
profeſſedly Worſhip Two Gods, let ' them no longer glory in 
the Name of Unitarians, but leave it for Turks and Fews, who 
beter deſerve it. 

Bur I muſt beg leave to digreſs alictle on Socinus's part, who 
hath as effetually -baffled Francis David by cleay Scripture 
Proof, that our Saviour is to be Religiouſly Worthip'd ; as the 
faid David was too hard for Socinws in the other point ; that 
our Sayiour being ſuppoſed to be a meer Creature, it is Ido- 
latry ſo to Worſhip him, and if he ought fo to be Worſhipped, 
he is more then a Creature, z, e. Truly a God. 

I find this Argument hath put ſome to ſecond thoughts ; 
they begin to ſtartle and are afraid of 1dolatry: And therefore 
ſay, that ſome Unitarians are contrary minded; and believe 
our Saviour ought not to be Religiouſly Worſhipped and Ado- 
red as God : And this is the fide, co which they ſeem now to 
lean, for fear of 1dolatry. 

*'Tis for the ſake of theſe chiefly, that T deſire to dilate a 
litcle about this great Article, and I earneſtly beſeech them 
- feriouſly to weigh a few things before they determine them- 
ſelves in it. 

- Firſt, You change ſides for the worſe : You leave your Ma- 

ſter Socinus, who was certainly. more like a Chriſtian, and 
cleave:to David and his party, that are more open and deſ- 
perate Enemies of our Lord and Saviour. 

Secondly, You lean to a Party that brandeth the firſt and 
great founder of Sociniani/m with-groſs Idolatry 3 and to avoid 
Holatry, by giving Chriſt more than you think is due; you 
come within the peril of Sacri/edge, and rob him of that which 
is of right due to him. : : 
- Thirdly, Conſider, if it do appear that Chriſt ought to be Re- 
ligious Adored and Worſhipped ; the Conſequence is irreſiſtible 
in-Francss Davids Judgment, as well as in the thing it ſelf: 
We cannot, (aith-he, Adore the Son, unleſs we ſuppoſe Chriſt to be 
in" the Father, and the Father in Chriſt, Unitate-Eſſentiz, by 
unity of Eſſence. 

Fourthly and Laſtly, Seriouſly conſider the Arguments of S9- 
cinus himſelf (and we need no other) before you leave him, in 
ſogreat a point, wherein he-is certainly in the right ; that Chriſt 
ought to be Religiouſly Adored and Worſhipped, what ever

they ſet up in the room of-it, or above, as the Papift do. | 
_ - This Socinian Rule, which they meaſure the Holy Scriptures, vis. 
The Divine Rule by, is nothing|\ elſe, but their own private Senſe 
(if not their Ft and Phan/ie) much the ſame with the Quakers Light 
wichin; which they call, Reaſon, | oy 

I have elſewhere diſtioguiſh'd, betwixt a Rule and a Judge ; and 
obſery*d, that theſe are not the ſame, but two diſtin& things, with 
reſpe& to Religion: I ſhall explain and apply them more fully in the 
preſent Argument. -- | * 

. We mult in order hereunto diſtinguiſh, betwixt Naturel-and Re- 1.Ex}lain'll 
vealed Religion, as ſuch. ; | 

r. I grant, with reſpe&t to meer Natural Religion, Rea'on ſeems 
to be both a- Rule and a Fudg, for we have nothing without our ſelves, 
' that can well be conceived, tobe either we know nothing of it, bur 
the-rational Notices, which Humane underſtanding ſuggeit; or 
the Di&tates of pare Reaſon called forth, or occaſioned by the works 
of Creation and Providence. 

2. But Revelation, being, from wichout us, is therefore a Ru/e im- 
poſed on us from wichout ; and muſt be diſtin from Reaſon, which 
js within us and part of our ſelves? and conſequently, ctho* Reaſon 
be a Judge, it muſt Judge of Revealed Religion, by a Kale from with- 
out us; which is another thing, and not our Reaſon; I mean, we 
muſt Judge of Revealed Religion as ſuch,by.that Rule by which that 
Religion is only made known to us, that is the Holy Scriptures; and 
| then, *tisno wonder, if all our Religion as Chriftian, or Revealed, be 

not-dictared or to be comprehended by Natural Reaſon. For it 
Reaſon had diſcovered all before, What need of Revelation ? And in- 
deed, - thoſe that ſay, all our Religion, lies within the compaſs of 
Reaſon, are in a fair way to reje& all Revelation ; and to advance the 
Natural or Pagen-Religion in the World, in the room of the Chri- 


ſtian. ny. 
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But ſeeing Socinus (tho erroneouſly) ſuppoſerh, the Being of a 
- God, could not have beendiſcovered without Tradition or Revelation, 
| how abſurd doth ic ſeem ( for him eſpecially ). to imagine, char 
things that can be known only by Revelation, can be known or may 
be meaſured by- Reaſon, or any other Rule, but Revelation, or the 

Wricing in and by which they are made known co Reaſon ir ſelf,

And, ſeeing our Revelation is from Heaven, we muſt nat only ac-

mined, even in ſuch things as reaſon falls ſhort of, and could not 
have been any other way diſcovered; or being diſcovered, cannot 
- be apprebended, but as they are Reveiled: it this be not granted, 

where is the Authoricy or Divinity of that Higher Rule, which is 
given by God, to be the -only Rule and Standard of the Chrifian

It hence follows, that this Divine Rule being ſuppoſed, Reaſon 
© my Judge of it, but by no means, preſume to Judge it, ſo asco queſti- 
on, mind, alter, corre, or lay it aſide, or advance it ſelf above it. 

We muſt indeed, judge by Reaſon, what the things are that are fo 
reveiled; we muſt meaſure all” Articles impoſed on us, by our Rea- 
ſon_indeed ; yet the Rule by which we are to do fo, is'only the 
Word of. God: To exalt Reaſon or the inward rules or dicates of it, 
to be the meaſure of things reveil'd, is to lay aſide the True Rule, or 

to judge God himſelf in the Authority of his holy word. 
- A Humane Judge, hath likewiſe his Rule without him, viz. The 
Publick, Laws : ard if he ſhould make his private Sentiments of Ju- 
ſtice and Right, the rule of his Judgment, he falls under his Superi- 
ors and every Mans Cenſure: *Tis not his Office, co queſtion, or 
_. mend, or any way alter, -much leſs abrogace the Law 3 bur he is 
only Fas dicere, to declare and apply the Laws in his Jarisdiction ; 
not to judge che Laws by the Rule of his own Reaſon, bur ro uls his 
R :aſon, to know and unverftand, and to paſs Judgment according 
ro the I.aws : much leſs, are we to queſtion the reaſonableneſs oc 
equity of Gods Laws ; or juige thein unreaſonable or unfit for rea- 
fonable Creatures to give credit to 5 becaule they ſeem-not to ſqua: e 
with our Natural reaſon: This were to' believe cwr ſelves and nut 
God, to exalt our ſelves above God, yea to diſcredit and make God

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6f-no other? and therefore, we may be bold to conclade, there 
is no gtound in Scripture for that great Point, that'is the Baſes of 


- Secondly, Neither in Reaſon,. For if it be not Revealed in Scrip- wot in 
ture, tis. beyond the Ken of the moſt Sagacious, without a good Reeſor. 


Invention, to make a Diſcovery of it, for that which can be 


known only by Revelation, can certainly be known no other- 
wiſe ; but none can poſlibly imagine (not the moſt phanſiful S- 
cinian) how this matter of Fa# could ever fall under the ratio- 
nal underſtanding of any Man, except it were revealed from 
Heaven. If Reaſon could diſcover ſome plauſible colour, 7b 
our Lord ſhould be taken up into Heaven before his paſſion, yet 
certainly, That he was fo,”is matter of pure Revelation, and not 
to be known otherwile. 

We muſt conclude alſo, that this their great principle hath no 
more foundation in ſound Reaſon, then in the Holy Scripture : That 
is, none at all. 'Tis unſcriptural, and no reaſon can be given for 
it, but the neceſlity of ic to ſupport an *Hyporbe/ir, that falls with 
it, or without it. 


Thirdly and Laſtly, Toſhut up all, *Tis not only not founded ei- p,yarick 
ther in Scripture or Reaſon, and ſo Fanatical enough ; but '*tis pure and Enthu- | 
Enthuſiaſm, even by their own Confeflion. How much Faſting, how ſraſtics!- 


much Study, what earneſt Prayers to Almighty God, did Lelizs 
Socinus pay for this rare great and notable Diſcovery ? But was 
it any more then Dream and Phanſie (if it deſerve not a worſe 
name) tho' it commenced Enthuſiaſm ? 

I ſhall end with chat ſmart and pertinent Refle&ion of the pre- 
ſent Learned Dean of St. Pauls in his late excellent Treatiſe of 
the Bleſſed Trinity, p. 143- Speaking of this Text, that Chriſt came 
down from Heawen, Did Socinus, ſaith he, find it ſo eafie a matter 
fo reconcile this Text to his darling Ovinion, when be was fain to faſt and 
pray for it ; and pretend Revelation, becauſe he wanted Reaſon to ſupport 
at? 


O Merciful GOD who haſt made all Men, and hateſt 
nothing that thou haſt made, nor wouldeſt the death of a Sin- 
ner, but rather that he ſhould be Converted aud live ; have 
Mercy upon all Jews, Turks, Infidels, and Heriticks, aud 
take from them all Ignorance, hardneſs of Heart, and contempt 
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of thy Word, . and Jo fetch. them home , Bleſſed Lord to thy 
Flock, that they may be' ſaved among 'the Remnant of the 
true: Iſraelites, and be made one Fold ander one Shepheard, 
FESVUS CHRIST our Lord, who liveth and Reigneth 
with Thee and the F. Bay, Spirit One God, World wzthout
